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Mother Safe in 
Zepp Disaster 


Mrs. John Bolten Receives As- 
surance from Lakehurst 
about Midnight 


The Bolten home on South Main street, 
in deep grief for three hours last night, 
was restored to a hopeful happiness near 
midnight when a telephone call was re- 
ceived from Lakehurst, N. J., by Mrs. 
Bolten, telling her that her mother was 
safe after the Hindenburg explosion. It 
had been feared that her mother, Mrs. 
Marie Kleemann, had been one of the 
many killed in the great explosion, but the 
fears were dissipated by the phone call 
from Mr. Von Meister, Zeppelin repre- 
sentative. Mrs. Bolten was told that her 
mother was at the Pinewood, N. J. hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Bolten had recently returned 
from a Boston hospital, and her mother 
was coming here from Nuremberg, Ger- 
many, to be with her during her con- 
valescence. When the first flash came 
over the radio of the terrible disaster, 
Mrs. Bolten was alone in the house and 
heard it. When the news was later con- 
firmed by newspapermen, she was grief- 
stricken at the feeling that there was 
only a remote hope for her mother’s 
safety. Mr. Bolten was in New York, 
awaiting Mrs. Kleemann. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Bolten have been 
frequent zepp passengers, making the 
transatlantic flight several times.

What You and Your Neighbors 
Were Doing in Days Gone By 


Adventurers’ Excellent Co-operative Spirit Expressed 
by Letter to School Committee 


On Monday evening the Adven- 
turers, Andover’s new community 
theater group, will hold its annual 
meeting, thus concluding its first 
complete year. On Tuesday evening 
a fitting climax to the season’s work 
occurred when the school committee 
received from the group a letter offer- 
ing to send the town a check for any 
use of the school buildings which the 
department allowed in excess of that 
for which the organization had al- 
ready paid. This letter, demonstrated 
a spirit of town loyalty of which any 
organization can well be proud. 

In some way or other during the 
past several weeks some criticism 
developed from citizens who were 
under the impression that the Ad- 
venturers were using the buildings 
without charge, and this criticism 
was dissipated by the voluntary 
offer to pay more than the group had 
already been asked to pay. Most of 
those who criticized had been given 
the impression that the Adventurers 
pay nothing for the buildings, where- 
as the actual fact of the matter was 
that they paid the full price for use of 
the Auditorium and of the Music 
Room as stipulated in the scale 
drawn up last fall. In addition they 
had been allowed the use of the old 
boiler room under the Samuel Jack- 
son school, and no stipulation had 
been made as to price. The additional 
fee which the group expressed a 
willingness to pay was offered as 
payment for this use, and the offer 
was made general enough to include 
any other charge that the school 
committee might see fit to make. 

Those school buildings are town 
buildings, and when they are not 
actually being used by the schools, 


it is better for them to be used by 
some town group rather than to be 
standing idle. The old boiler room is 
probably the least desirable of any 
room in any school in town, but the 
Adventurers after securing permis- 
sion went in there and built their 
scenery, with what success anyone 
who saw the last production will be 
glad to vouch for. They’ve used an 
otherwise useless room for something 
very much worthwhile, and any 
criticism of this use seems a trifle 
narrow. 

The Adventurers have done a 
grand job. They organized on a 
“drama for drama’s sake basis”’ and 
they have also evidenced a determin- 
ation to make drama pay its own 
way. They’re not in it to make 
money for any person or for any or- 
ganization; they're just in it for the 
fun and education they get out of it. 
And the money they raise is used not 
for themselves but for the purpose of 
putting on even more elaborate pro- 
ductions. They’ ve asked no favors of 
anyone; their programs have con- 
tained no complimentary advertise- 
ments from local merchants; they 
haven't gone around asking for any 
donations from prominent citizens; 
everything they've bought they've 
been willing to pay the full price for. 
This spirit, this willingness to go 
ahead on their own, to make a suc- 
cess of their own efforts without 
making anyone else pay their bills, 
makes any criticism of them seem 
very unjustified. Their voluntary 
offer to pay more than they were 
actually asked for the use of the 
schools is characteristic of this spirit, 
and it certainly leaves everyone with 
a real realization of what a truly fine 
organization the Adventurers is.
